House Bill 2345(CHAP163) and Senate Bill 1229 (CHAP164) of the 2007 Session of the
Genera Assembly amended § 32.1-127 of the Code of Virginiaby requiring nursing facilities to
register with the Criminal Records Bureau of the Virginia State Police (V SP) to receive notice of
the registration of any sex offender within the same or a contiguous zip code as the nursing
facility and to ascertain whether a potential resident is aregistered sex offender.
